Farm labor bill 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Landmark secret ballot 
farm labor legislation, offering the promise of peace 
after 10 years of strife in the fields and consumer 
boycotts, reached Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. today. 
Brown, who forged a fragile coalition of bitter 
enemies in support of the historic compromise, is 
expected to sign his bill early next week so it can 
take effect Aug. 28 for the start of the important au­ 
tumn grape harvest. 
Final passage of the bill represented a major po­ 
litical accomplishment for the 37-year-old governor 
who has held office less than six months and is men­ 
tioned as a possible Democratic presidential con­ 
tender next year. 
On an overwhelming bipartisan 64-10 vote, the 
state Assembly approved the measure Thursday. 


Violence flares 


BEIRUT (UPI) - A sniper shot and killed a shop as­ 
sistant in downtown Beirut today, touching off new gun 
battles in the streets thought to be returning to normal 
after eight days of civil strife. Shops and business of­ 
fices hurriedly closed. 
The shooting broke the shaky cease-fire established 
Wednesday with the appointment of Moslem politican 
Rashid Karami as premier-designate. 


Laos outbreak 


VIENTIANE, Laos (UPI) - The Communist Pathet Lao 
opened fire on thousands of Meo hilltribesmen feeling 
southward toward Vientiane, government officials report­ 
ed today. It was the first outbreak of violence during 
the Communist takeover of the country. 
The removal of U.S. officials and dependents from the 
country, meanwhile, passed the 80 per cent mark. 
American spokesman said the number of U.S. officials 
personnel in Laos dropped to 153 and that Washington 
has urged further thinning. 


Turk attack 


BRUSSELS (UPI) - Turkish Prem ier Suleiman I. 
)emirel sharply attacked the United States today for cut- 
ing off arms shipments to Turkey and called the em- 
iargo a self-destructive act. 
Demirel told fellow NATO leaders the spirit of mutual 
lid and solidarity between NATO members had been 
weakened and he linked this to the American arms em­ 
bargo imposed by Congress after the Cyprus invasion.

on Exxon election victory

County election officials are girding 
themselves for the likelihood of a legal

This is an average of 1,123 registered 
voters per polling place, as compared with 
an average of 744 registered voters per 
polling place throughout the rest of the 
county, other than Isla Vista. The county- 
wide average with Isla Vista is 759. 
These statistics would indicate that Isla 
Vista has about a 35 per cent greater vol­ 
ume of registered voters per polling place

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Doctors slate emergency meeting 


LOS ANGLLES (UPl) - Many Southern 
California doctors, reluctant to honor the 
settlement worked out by Northern Cal­ 
ifornia doctors ending the physicians 
strike, appeared to be waiting today for 
the outcome of the state medical associa­ 
tion's first emergency meeting In 30 years. 
But hospitals and physicians said they 
expected the majority of southern doctors 
to wind down the strike over the next 10 
days, despite grumbling and seme hold­ 
outs. 
The California Medical Association said 
Thursday the policy-making House of De­ 
legates will convene in special session 
at the Beverly Hilton Hotel in Beverly 
Hills Saturday morning "and is expected 
to adjourn by early afternoon Sunday." 
Although there are 400 delegates, re­ 
presenting 26,000 doctors, the associa­ 
tion said "a record crowd of more than 
1,000 CM A members is expected to at­ 
tend the meeting" as spectators. 
The subject of the gaterhing - "the 
first such extraordinary meeting in 30 
years," the CM A said - is the malprac­ 
tice insurance crisis that brought on the 
doctors' strike. 


Southern California physicians ex­ 
pressed confusion and dlsgruntlement 
over the agreement in Sacramento Wed­ 
nesday temporarily ending the doctors' 
strike that had halted all but emergency 
surgery in most of the heavily populated 
areas of the state. 
The agreement was negotiated primari­ 
ly by northern doctors, who began the 
strike in the San Francisco Bay area. 
The walkout's impact mushroomed when 
it spread to Southern California, where 
03 million of the state's 20 million in­ 
habitants live. Of the $1.5 million a dav 
in loss reported by hospitals, $1.1 mil­ 
lion was in the south. 
"There will be doctors all over Los 
Angeles and Southern California who will 
find this agreement not completely satis­ 
factory and decide to selectively provide 
service," said Dr. Joseph Boyle, speaker 
of the House of Delegates. "A substantial 
number will refuse to pay the new premium 
and that means they will not be able to 
practice." without the legally required 
Insurance coverage, Boyle said.

SAN FRANCISCO - (NEA) 
— Now let me tell you about 
MY aching back! 
Among those of the biped 
species, it is a favorite subject 
for millions. And it is par­ 
ticularly pertinent with me 
because a few months ago 1 en­ 
dured a laminectomy. In my 
case, they tell me, because I 
was under the influence of 
sodium pentathol it took more 
than five hours to excise most 
of a disc pushing against and 
pinching the nerves of my 
spinal cord. 
In other words, I had back 
surgery for a slipped disc. 
Not long ago, Morley Safer 
sonorously proclaimed on a seg­ 
ment of 60 Minutes to millions 
of CBS televiewers: “ For 
millions of Americans, ‘Oh. my 
aching back’ is more than a 
figure of speech; it's a way of 
life.” 
As any Darwinian scholar can 
tell you. man was not designed 
to be a two-footed creature. But 
since we’ve got grasping hands, 
we reach out with them and the 
resultant stress generally 
centers on the lower back 
I had known for 25 years, 
through periodic episodes, that 
the disc (pulpy matter akin to a 
rubber washer! between my 
fourth and fifth 
lumbar 
vertebrae was degenerating 
“ What you’ve got,” the late 
Dr Harrison McLaughlin once 
told me at the Presbyterian 
Hospital in New York, "is a 
gate with a rusty hinge.” 
This past winter the hinge 
creaked and cracked. I even 
missed my first Super Bowl I 
couldn't play tennis or ski 


either. My progression (or 
regression) to those millions 
who've had back aches is 
familiar enough. 
First, there was physical 
therapy — ultrasound heat and 
massage to loosen the tight 
back muscles I was still tight 
Then the doctor suggested trac­ 
tion for a week. 
Traction is an amazingly 
archaic process in which sand 
bags are suspended from a 
frame at the end of the bed, the 
bags connected by straps to a 
truss around your lower body, 
the idea being to lie prone for 
days while the gradual pull of 
the weights straightens out 
your back and relieves the mus­ 
cle spasms At $121 a day for a 
private room, those are lux­ 
urious sand bags. 
After a week of sand bags, I 
could hardly hobble to the john. 
So back I went for serious 
testing, a myelogram, with 
spinal fluid drawn and dye sub­ 
stituted. after which you're 
tilted on a see sawing table 
while X rays show where the 
dye is being blocked Don't ask if 
it hurts. They showed that my 
disc was ruptured, all right. 
“ We've got you down for sur­ 
gery on Friday,” said the doc­ 
tor. 
Wait a minute. I didn't recall 
being cut up since I was eight 
days old And I didn't relish the 
idea now So I went home to re­ 
main prone for a week, waiting 
for that little disc to recede into 
its natural habitat. It didn't. I 
decided that surgery was in­ 
evitable and the hell with Super 
Bowl IX. 
All herniated (or ruptured, or 
slipped) discs aren’t immediate

candidates for surgery. It has 
been discovered fairly recently, 
and with validity, that injecting 
an extract of the papaya plant 
has an atrophying effect on a 
protruding disc. Bill Melton, 
who makes his living twisting 
his torso to hit a baseball, has 
had this treatment and he's 
back playing third base for the 
Chicago White Sox, bending to 
pick up ground balls 
But the process is still largely 
experimental and its best prac­ 
titioner is in Elgin, III., while I 
was still having trouble travell­ 
ing as far as the bath room. 
I went through surgery — 
technically, a bilateral 
laminotomy. 
Eighteen days later, I es­ 
corted my daughter down the 
aisle to be married I listed 
strongly to starboard, looking 
like a cross between Quasimodo 
clambering around the gar­ 
goyles of Notre Dame and 
Frankenstein’s monster taking 
his first tentative steps. I told 
everyone I was leaning over to 
support my daughter. 
My neurosurgeon. Dr. Barton 
Brown, couldn’t believe it. 
A few days later, spasmic 
shocks hit me with the slightest 
misstep and psyched me out for 
more than a week. Hey, doc, I 
clamored, you got to do 
something 
Soak in a hot tub twice a day 
for 30 or 40 minute sessions, he 
advised. 


Good idea, I drew a hot tub, 
stepped in, bent at the knees. 
And that’s as far as I got There 
was no way I was going to be 
able to stretch out I called Dr 
Brown to explain my predica­ 
ment. 
“ That gimpy, eh'’” 
Yep. 
“ Well, it’s probably a good 
thing you didn’t stretch out,” he 
said. “ We would have had to 
call the fire department to get 
you out with a derrick.” 
I settled for hot showers. 
Gradually my mobility began to 
improve. I emphasize gradually 
because recovery from back 
surgery can be painstakingly 
slow You learn to restructure 
your habits. Roll onto a side, 
prop up on an elbow, get your 


legs over — that’s how you get 
out of bed 1 couldn't — still 
can t — sneeze A sensation will 
come into the nose, followed by 
a little jolt in the lower back 
But I can now get into a tub 
Baking out during a short 
respite in Hawaii. I made a 
major breakthrough. I tied my 
own shoelaces for the first 
time. 
Back sufferers should not 
compare 
symptoms 
or 
recovery rates 
Severity of 
operations vary. In a laminec 
tomy. scar tissue replaces the 
removed part of the disc My 
friend. Dr. Nicholas Zervas of 
the Harvard Medical School, 
told me one of his patients ac­ 
tually went out and played ten­ 
nis eight days after disc sur­ 
gery (I couldn’t get my socks on 
at that stage). A completely 
degenerated disc may require a 
fusion, 
with vertebrae 
mechanically welded together. 
My friend, Sheldon Milenbach, 
couldn't get out of bed for six 
weeks, at all 


The key word, because a 
delicate part of your anatomy 
has been altered, is patience 
It’s frustrating It can be painful, 
too 


But none of my tennis 
partners can ever again accuse 
me of gamesmanship when I 
complain, “ Oh. my aching 
back.”

Prefontaine, 24, was 
alone when the accident 
occurred at 12:40 a.m.

in an informal meet at 
the University of O re­ 
gon’s Hayward Field. 
Prefontaine was timed 
at 13:23.8, just missing 
his American standard 
of 13:22.2, set in Hel- 
sinkt, Finland, last year. 
Frank Shorter of the 
Florida Track Club 
finished second. 


**\ felt really slug­ 
gish in the race .” said 
Prefontaine, who was 
concluding his western 
tour with a group of 
athletes from Finland. 
“ Г т still not ready 
to race,” he said. ” lt 
will still be a couple 
of weeks and that might 
be good if I run in the 
national AAU compe­ 
tition.” 
His next race had 
been scheduled for June 
7 here in the Bill Bow- 
erman Classic named 
after the retired Uni­ 
versity of Oregon and 
Olympic track coach. 
Prefontaine was 
fourth in the 5,000 me­ 
ters at the Munich 
Olympics, and held 
six American distance 
records - 3,00 met­ 
ers, six m iles and

The tipoff: 


Veteran National Football League stars who have 
played out their contracts and were previously signed by 
WFL teams — including such all-pro types as tight end 
Ted Kwalick and linebacker Ted Hendricks — now con­ 
fide they're being blackballed by NFL teams other than 
their own. 


Q. I have read several articles recently about Steve Garvey. 
Kach article made mention of his huge forearm and biceps. Ex­ 
actly what are the measurements of his forearms and biceps? — 
Anthony Joseph, Cincinnati, O. 
Steve, who beat heavyweight Jerry Quarry in a weight lifting 
contest during the Super Stars competition, has 13-inch forearms 
and 16-inch biceps. For comparison, the late Rocky Marciano, 
who was approximately Steve’s size (Marciano: 6-11, 187;

I guess you could call it democracy in action, the intellectual 
elite descending into America’s sub-culture, or vice versa. I 
mean, a near illiterate racist as the stimulant for the minds of

Rocket Richard’s main interest these days is his fish and tackle 
store in Montreal. But he still keeps active on skates, even at 54. 
by playing in the Quebec Old-Timers League Brother Henri, now 
39, was reduced to only 16 games this past season because of an 
ankle injury, and his career is just about over. There are no other 
hockey Richards. 


Q. Who is the best young golfer on the pro tour right now? — 
Jack Quinn, San Leandro, Calif. 
If you’re talking about absolute newcomers to the PGA tour - 
most recent graduates of their rookie school — my candidate 
would be BUI Rogers, the 23-year-old from the University of 
Houston and a resident of Texarkana, Tex., who had won more 
than $13.000 going into May. Technically, it might have^ to be 
Peter Oosterhuis, also a rookie school grad, although the 27-year- 
old Englishman has had considerable international experience If 
you re talking about just relatively young golfers, I’d have to 
point to Tom Kite, the 25-year-old from Texas who’s in his third 
tour campaign, finished in the top 10 eight times in the first 11 
tournaments and is well on his way to a $100,000 season although 
he hasn't won a title yet.

ride to London w here I shall spend the 
night visiting with my G oddaughter's 
parents in W iltshire, catching the early 
flight the next m orning to W ashington. 
“That isn’t true. You can get to 
Washington or New York directly from 
Athens." 
“ Look," I said, “ what business is it of 
yours where I go after 1 leave Israel9 
What if I wanted to go to Iceland?" 
“ I am the chief security o fficer,’ he

We had, really, reached an im passe; 
and so he decided, grudgingly, not to

Instead, the two of them 


inspected my baggage with lascivious 
care, even unto squirting my Right- 
G uard. thus further dim inishing the 
Ozone B arrier. Outside, before boarding 
the airplane, each passenger had to 
stand by his checked luggage while it 
was exam ined. 


“They are really uptight over there, 
a journalist in Athens com m ented, on 
hearing the story. He used a word 
which, m ercifully, has very nearly gone 
out of fashion But he used it truly, and 
there is every reason for Israel to be m a 
high state of jitters. 


Yet having remarked this, I found in 
conversations with Mr Rabin and with a 
newspaper editor, an academician, and 
an author, that there is a mood of 
subjective, fatalistic optimism in Israel. 
They figure that the price of bringing 
Israel down is a price the world, really, 
isn’t prepared to pay. Don’t ask m e how 
I found out. and thank God Ninotchka 
didn’t know I was leaving the country 
with this piece of knowledge, but the 
Israeli high command figures it could 
stand six weeks of war before finding 
them selves in the logistical jam they 
were in after six days of the Yom Kippur 
War 


The feeling is that the Arabs simply do 
not want another war, and that the 
claim s of the Palestinians will not drive 
the Arabs to another war. It is obvious 
that the Israelis are genuinely ready for 
some horsetrading, and through it all. 
they are sustained by a great spirit, 
which tells them that if Apocalypse is 
ahead for them, they must accept the 
fact — fatalistically. But the feeling is 
that

will 
survive. 
Returning 
home, 
one finds, 
in America, 
true 
gloom.

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — The rules 
of national politics, being similar to the 
rules of professional wresUing, permit 
the perpetration of the crudest kind of 
chicanery on the spectators. Hence the 
Republican party leadership continues 
to view the Mayaguez affair, as, chirps 
one, “the best thing that could have 
happened to Jerry Ford." 
It wasn't the best 
thing that could hap­ 
pen to the Marines 
who took part in the 
rescue; the last esti­ 
mate of the military 
was 
that 
38 
U.S. 
servicem en 
were 
killed in the events 
surrounding 
the 
rescue of 39 Mayaguez 
seamen. Nor was it 
the best thing for the 
unknown number of Cambodians who 
lost their lives because the hauteur of 
their 
superiors. 
But 
Jerry 
Ford? 
Republicans 
have 
been 
almost 
unanimous in their vision of benefits for 
the President. 
Even while the participants in the 
brief warfare were being shot, drowned, 
lost, abandoned and bombed, GOP 
congressional were musing in private 
about the political booty of it all. And 
since then they have tied fast the future 
to the triumph. Last week Senate 
Minority Leader Hugh Scott said he felt 
Ford’s actions in the Gulf of Siam “a 
very definite plus” in Ford’s political 
future; he then reported that within a 
month the President would announce his 
candidacy for the 1976 election. 
All of this has an odor to it a stench 
more correctly. The administration, 
which could not for days assess the 
number of names of those who died 
serving the President on Koh Tang 
Island, was immediately able to define 
that they had served him better than 
they knew. It cannot sit well with the 
families of the corpses, nor should it be 
acceptable to anyone, when political 
gain is so egregiously drawn from the 
misfortune of others. 
Some of the Marines are not yet 
buried. Some of them are not yet found. 
Wives have been left alone, children are 
now without fathers, parents have had 
great parts of their lives cut away in an 
instant. But while nights pass in dozens 
of American homes with nothing but 
wretched tears for the very sound of 
Mayaguez, Sen. Richard Schweiker (R- 
P a.) tells newsmen the incident “will no 
doubt help (Ford) with the right wing of 
the party." 
It is true that the President himself 
has not yet sunk to the level of some of 
his fellows. Not for public consumption 
anyway. But there can be no doubt of his 
private elation over his sudden good 
fortune. He was reported at the time of 
Mayaguez 
for 
example, 
to 
be 
heartbroken when the Pentagon stole his 
thunder by announcing the first report of 
the actual crew rescue. Explains an 
assistant, 
cold 
bloodedly: 
"The 
President felt is was his show. He didn’t 
want to lose the dramatics of it. 


Nor did he wish to lose the momentum 
of it. As it was with so many others 
before him in his chair, a great part of 
President Ford’s time is spent in the 
promotion of President Ford. Normally 
that could be understood, if lamented by 
idealists, but in this case with this 
President the raw pursuit of self 
interest is not only unfortunate but 
ultimately unfair. Food is an unelected 
chief executive, thus he has a special 
obligation not to abuse the influence of 
his office for personal profit. It would be 
best, as I have written before, if he were 
to 
renounce 
personal 
and 
future 
ambition, but failing this he at least has 
the responsibility for minimizing the 
political muscle of his great gift. 


Instead Jerry Ford, with the help of 
his friends, 
has stretched political 
license 
to 
lengths 
that 
overstep 
propriety. No president in memory has 
so rawly used the coffins of American 
soldiers as a platform for personal 
elevation. War victories have often 
propelled leaders to political victories. 


but brief aberrations such as Mayaguez 
seem not the stuff of Churchills. 
How much better it would have been 
had Mayaguez been handled for what it 
was, from the beginning, a nasty risky, 
marginally 
necessary 
operation 
to 


which the national response should be 
mourning for the dead. Instead we have 
been told it was a glorious moment to 
which we ought respond with our votes 
as gratitude. One suspicions our leaders, 
again, of being too clever by half.

Dear Sir: Below is a letter I have sent 
to the school board: 
Dear School Board Members . 
At the meeting described in the 
attached newspaper item 
and in the 
conclusions on the enclosed tape (more 
tape on meeting available if you wish) of 
this meeting, 
the crucial problem 
seemed to be “spread of enrollment"; it 
seems to me all have lost sight that 
“teaching our children" is the purpose 
of our schools. 
I taught a combination Sixth-Eighth 
Grade in an Ohio country school due to 
lack of schoolrooms and the school 
district being so poor that they did not 
have enough textbooks. The Eighth 
Grade (16 students) had many below 
average students in the slow learner 
category. Although my Eighth Grade 
students did well in an Ohio State Eighth 
Grade test that year, I felt that many of 
my Sixth Graders had been cheated due 
to the fact they needed more time than I 
was able to devote to them. 
Not only did I have to prepare 10 
Math, 10 Reading, 4 Science, 4 Social 
Studies, 
2 Health Classes, and 
10 
English Classes each week, I had to 
prepare and grade tests for these 
subjects (include also Spelling and 
Writng) 
besides 
grading 
essay 
assignments. 
Although 
the 
biggest 
problem was to fit all the subjects into 
four hours (one hour of our five school 
hours is spent for Recess and Phys Ed 
on the playground). No teacher should 
be asked to do this job level of two 
positions or more; none of you would 
take on double your present workload, 
especially at exactly your present 
salary. 
Later I taught in a California one- 
room country school; my enrooment in 
room country school; my enrollment in 
this one-room school was never more 
classes was multiplied by four times the 
level of a straight class workload 
I started fall-term with two slow 
students, 
who 
had 
been 
greatly 
neglected in this country school setting. 
I also had two very capable students and 
one average student. 
The two slow students, if they had 
been put into a regular school that year, 
would have been considered mentally 
retarded and would not have learned to 
read or write. My Fourth Grade boy 


could not read or write; I helped him 
through 
First, 
Second, 
and 
Third 
Grades, and retained him in the Fourth 
Grade as he needed more reading ability 
to conquer such subjects as Geography 
His brother was in Second Grade and 
the year before had read only his six 
soft-back books in his First Grade 
setting. Beyond these six soft back 
books in First Grade comes two much 
tougher hard-back books, each one the 
size of all six soft-back pre-primers. 
Needless to say, he completed both First 
and Second Grade levels for me that 
year. 
I had a capable little girl who started 
in First Grade with the above little boy , 
she left my classroom in February when 
she completed, along with the boy 
above, half of the curriculum of a 
Second Grade student. My Fifth Grade 
student (girl) completed both Fifth and 
Sixth Grades; her sister, and Eighth 
Grade student, was an average student 
and passed to High School at the end of 
that school year. 
Besides the above insane workload, I 
gave free tutoring to the boys’ sister and 
a neighbor boy in their Freshman year 
of High School; they, too, had been 
cheated by this country school. Ruined 
abilities cost us dearly in welfare 
payments, but “Pay now, or pay later" 
is still not the most important issue; our 
children are our greatest resource and 
each life is as important as our very 
own.
